In the three months ending on Feb. 12 
there were reported to the authorities 42) 
deaths from amalipox. 

The danger of further infection in Europe 
from the holy cities of Arabia ia not over- 
looked by sani organizations, although, 
with a considerable mortality in Russia, 
Galicis,and Constantinople, Western Europe 
is @xposed to greater danger from nearer 
points. More than 41,000 pilgrims died of 
the disease in or near the holy cities in 1893.

THE SITUATION IN CUBA. 


The Mieation im the istamd ta @me of In- 
creasing Gravity, 

The deapateh from Spain of heavy rein 
forcementa for the Cuban garrisons indicates 
that the situation in the island is one of 
increasing gravity. Some proof of this is 
found in the report of numerous engage- 
ments between the insurgents and regular 
troopa, the estghlishinent of a provisional 
government, etd, but the strongeatevidence 
ie # reinforcement of the garrisons by 
Spanish rogulars exceeding in strength 
any that has been made since the patriot 
war. The only coselusion to be drawn 
from such extraordinary precautions, taken 
#0 far ea can be learned from the meagre 
deapatches from Hav when few succes- 
sea have been scored the ineurgenta, is 
that some change has ocourred in the situa- 
tion on the island, or ia opnaidered to be im 
minent, which justifies unusual measures 
That this change is so steady « diminution 
of the old feud between the native Cuban 
and Spanish sections of the population, 
under the intolerable pressure of economic 
burdens and taxation, thatthe whole 
people are now eo disaffected that divison 
oan no longer be counted on, may safely 
be assumed, To fally « this 
menace to the continuance of Spanish rule, 
it must be borne in mind thas the regular 
garrison maintained by Spain in Cuba bas 
not exceeded 10,000 men, and that the 
chief dependence of the Madrid government 
for the au of ‘Yevolt in the island 
has been a volunteer force of some 40,000 
men, recruited almost wholly from the 
Spanish-born section of the population. 
Were this force once uni with the 
native Onubana against Spanish ‘rule, 
not all the regalara at Spain's command 
would suffice to sapprese ite revolt ; and 
although it iw etill in the Spanish service 
and subject to call, the heavy reinforce. 
ments now being forw trom the 
mother country, indicate that ite loyalty 
haa become doubtful. It is inevitable that 
it should be so, administrative corruption, 
oppressive taxation, and economic burdens 
too heavy to be borne, combining to torce 
the different elements of the population of 
the island into closer sympathy and anion, 
Spanish and Cuban born alike find them- 
solves taxed at every turn, are forced to 
buy in the market in which their nee 
has least value, see all offices given by the 
Madrid authorities to favorites who 
are expected to pay « commission on their 
profits. to those who appointed them, 
and feel themselves systematically plunder- 
ed by an official class which bas no interest 
in them or in the island. Sach conditions 
have naturally weakened the loyalty of all 
sections of the population to Spain and both 
the Spanish planters, who after the patriot 
war bought the confiscated Cuban estates, 
and the industrial class which lives off the

Dominion Parliament. 


Eloquent Tributes oa the Death of the late 
Premier, Sir John Thompson. 


The Dominion Parliament as- 
sembled at Ottawa on Thursday 
last, and was opened with the usual 
ceremonies. During the debate on 
the address in reply to the speech 
from the Throne, the following elo- 
quent utterances were made by 
Hon. Mr. Laurier, leader of the op- 
position, and Hon. Geo. E. Foster, 
who is leader of the Government in 
the House. As showing that all 
the finer feelings of our public men 
are not entirely lost in abuse of 
their opponents, these remarks of 
the two political leaders are worth 
preserving »-— 

LAURIER'S EULOGY. 


Mr. Laurier continued : My friend 
from East Simcoe (Mr. Bennett) 
spoke eloquently and well and most 
feelingly on the death of Sir John 
Thompson. I can re-echo every- 
thing he said in that respect. The 
death of Sir John Thompson was a 
most shocking one. When a man 
is struck by the hand of death in 
the fulness of his years after a long 
career, after a career of great use- 
fulness to himself and his country, 
there remains a feeling, even above 
the feeling of grief, that after all 
death has dealt kindly with him. 
Such was the death of Sir John 
Macdonald. But when a man is 
struck down whem he has hardl 
reached the summit of middle life, 
when he has attained the fall meas- 
ure of his power, when his friends 
and his country could look to him 
for years of useful work, then, sir, 
death carries with it a sense of in- 
expressible bitterness. Such was 
the death of Sir John Thompson, In 
that respect it is perhaps one of the 
saddest, perhaps altogether the sad- 
dest death that our history records. 
[In other respects I look upon’ it as 
one of the most glorious. The fact 
that this Canadian Minister, this 
Colonial Statesman, died under the 
roof of the old Norman kings, when 
he had just’ been sworn in as a 
member of the Privy Council of 
that mighty Empire of which. the 
old Norman kings laid the founda- 
tion, but which has reached dimen- 
sions which their wildest dreams of 
imagination never, I am sure, ¢9n- 
templated, perhaps it is that such a 
death, under such circumstances, 
sad as it be, may be looked upon as 
a sacred ccnsecration of the majestic 
principle of unity of the empire— 
(cheers)—a unity, not only of land 
and water; unity, not only of is- 
lands and continents, but a unity of 
all creeds and races, embraced in 
that mighty empire, giying to all, 
while preserving their individuality, 
a common name and a common as- 
piration, and teaching to all a salu- 
tary lesson of tolerance and mutual 

forbearance. (General cheering.) 
If the death of Sir John Thompson 
were to result in such a lesson being 


glorious indeed was his death, and 
am sure that for all ages his name 


or the other, men who belong en- 
tirely to no party, but who belong 
emphatically to their own country, 
whom all are proud to know as 
Canadian citizens, and to whose 
worth and merits all are proud to 
pay tribute. Continuing he asked 
what could any words of his avail 
in the face of that splendid exhibi- 
tion of sentiment which commenced 
at Windsor and flashed itself out 
along the chords of sympathy until 
in the remost parts of the world, 
wherever British institutions were 
established and the British flag 
waves, there vibrated a plaintive 
lament for a great man who had 
lived, and alas was now dead. A 
man ‘distinguished above others in 
the greatest of the positions of Great 
Britain, a man honored above others 
in the empire itself, a man whose 
life contributed great and extensive 
factors to the public spirit, the de- 
velopment and the future greatness 
of both. In the face of that tender 
solicitude and that unfeigned sor- 
row of her Most Gracious Majesty 
herself, and of that significant 
pomp and circumstance which fol- 
lowed him from the scene of his 
tragic and sudden death, came with 
him across the sea, panoplied in the 
representations of Great Britain’s 
might by sea as well as land, and 
which never left him until, in his 
native city, the tender blue sky 
and sorrowing multitude of friends | * 
bent over the grave in which his 
mortal remains were laid. We 
may strew our flowers, he said, we 
may drop our tears, we may pay 
the last sad vigils to the dead, and 


Yj after all is done what remains ? In 


one sense nothing, but in another 
and better sense much remains. 
There remains to us his memory, 
instinct with loving reminiscences, 

pregnant with noble impulses and 
ideas. For after all, when we 
think of it, the career of Sir John 
Thompson was a phenomenal car- 
eer. Known and loved by his circle 
of intimate friends for many years 
before he was known to Canada, it 
may botraly aid of Lin that bop eRe 
came to be known in a public way 
to Canada in 1885, and the short 
span of ten years saw his rise and 
his glorious and tragic death. In 
1885 he entered the Ministry. In 
1886 he took first rank as a debater 
and statesman in this House. In 
the few years that passed he gained 
the confidence of both sides of this 
House, and he went from honor to 
honor until he became the Premier of 


this country, in judicial matters 


standing high, and being one of the 
greatest tribunals that the world

A Few Items from the Farm. 

It often becomes necessary to draw & 
barrel of water to the fields or the stock 
yard, for different uses, and unless « barrel 
with both ende in ie at hand, though it is 
found more convenient when the creek or 
spring ts reached to have one head out, it 
is often dificult to get much of the water 
where needed, writes a correspondent. I 
have noticed my neighbors drawing « 
barrel of water by merely covering the 
barrel with « piece of canvas, hauling on « 
stone boat, that a large portion slopped 
out. Now, it is quite easy to draw « barrel 
or « tub of water, if a round board (an old 
barrel-head is just the thing) about two 
inches smaller than the inside of the barrel 
is placed on the top of the water and let 
float on it, Ut will be found that little, if 
any, water will slop out and be leat.

Food for Growing Stock. 


Corn and wheat,eo largely used as staple 
fooda on the farm, are unsuitable fo, 
growing stock, The reason is that there is 
but about one pound of lime in 1,000 pounds 
of corn or wheat, which ia insufficient for 
the purposes of the young animal, as bone 
cannot be produced unless the substances 
of which it is eomposed are present in the 
food, On the contrary, red clover hay 
contains about twenty-eight pounds of lime 
in 1,000 pounds, but the lime does not al 
ways exiatin foodsin the formof phosphate 
transformations occurring after the food is 
digested. Wheat bran, which has been 
removed from the atarchof the wheat grain, 
as is well known to those who understand 
how it is separated during the process o 
‘making flour, contains about seven times as 
much phosphate of lime as does corn, There 
are ® great many toods which largely excel 
corn, wheat,or oats. In their relative pro- 
portion of mineral matter, protein in more 
easily obtainable than the mineral matter 
that causes some young animale to make 
alow growth, One of the advantages of 
limeetone soile is that animals fed on the 
products of auch aoile are largely benefited 
and the young stock thrive. 

To feed on one kind of food mostly ia not 
economy, becaune the animal fails to derive 
proper nourishment therefrom, and more 
especially with growing stock, which make 
a gain which proportionately far exceeds that 
te matured animals, Varied foods supply 
all wants, whether consisting of grains and 
vegetables or the by-producta of mills. 
Linseed meal is rich in the mineral elements 
and serves to balance the grain ration. 
Both bras and middlings are excellent ad- 
ditions to bulky foods, not only because 
they contain mineral matter largely, bat 
aleo because they are concentrated. Rich, 
aweet herbage of all kinds is relished by all 
classes of stock because such foods are var- 
ied, aud therefore supply what may be 
needed. It ie when clover hay and grasses 
are allowed that grains may be given, as 
the food is then better ve, Pt » Which 
resulta in economy because the conditions 
ate then more favorable for the greatest 
increase in growth and weight.

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Water Pipes of Paper. 

The experimenta with the new paper 
pulp pipes, which are made on pretty much 
the same principle as the fiber psil, have 
demonstrated, it is eaid, that the idea will 
eventually prove successful. As it now 
stands, the hand made pipes, formed from 


crudely worked and irregularly subdued 
pu'p, are not very attractive in appearance, 
nor well enough made to warrant that they 
will stand the wear and tear to which 
atreet water pipesare subjected. However, 
it would be more of » wonder, remarks a 
trade journal, if the plan of making the 
water pipes should be a booming success 
from the start. Timetand experiments are 
essential to the development of all new 
things. With each new teat of the propos- 
ed pipes « step in advance is made, and this 
would seem to indicate that after a-few 
more trials perfection will have been st- 
tained, The matter 93 it now stands is 
given as follows: Paper pulp, in which 
there is a fairly good fiber, is agitated with 
water and run into molds, and cast into 
the form of the ordinary water pipe. “The 
same molds that are used in connection 
with casting iron pipes are employed. 
mode of procedure is suletantially the same. 
Of course, there are various strengthening 
materiale compounded with the pulp, 
otherwise it would not stand any great 
pressure.

SPEED Of WILD DUCKS AND GEESE. 


The Dacks Made Sixty ix and Two Thirds 
Miles an Hour, and OaiSy the Geese, 


Of all the migratory birds the American 
wild pigeon and black duck are well up 
towards the front as regards long and rapid 
flight. The apeed of the pigeons can only 
be estimated, while that of the ducks can 
be established by observation. Some years 


age the writer and a scientific friend meas- 
ured off on the shore of # large western 
river & line exactly three three miles lona; 
and each took « station at opposite ends of 
the line, The object waa to note, by 
means of preeoncerted signals, the time « 
flock of wild ducks took in passing ap or 
down the river, near the stations. 

During three hours on the morning of a 
bright October day: observations were 
noted of the times of passing the stations 
of nine different flocks. Upom comparing 
watches it was tound that the average time 
was two minutes and forty-two seconds, 
thus showing the s per hour to be 
sixty-six an two-thirds miles, or one mile 
in fifty-four seconds. As showing how 
uniform was their flight a difference was 
found of only five seconds between the 
greatest and the least intervals of time. 

As numerous flocks of wild geese were 
daily flying in the same neighborhood 
observations were also taken to test their 
hoarly — Two points twenty-nine and 
one-third miles apart were selected, both 
of which were connected by telegraph. We 
succeeded in identifying four out of seven 
flocks which passed over both places during 
the four days we were dn the Watch. The 
mean hourly speed wee found to be # frac: 
tion over filcy-toar mil The wild goose 
has been long suppossed |to be the awiftest 
of all water fowl, but thisjexperiment shows 
that he is far behind the/wild duck.

GAS FACTORY IN A PAIL. 


The Sew Ulemieating Gae Cas be Made 
at Rem. 


Anythingabout acetylene gas might seem 


to be pretty dull reading, bat when it bids | 


fair to furnish cheap light, « great deal 
brighter than gaa, it begins to get interest- 
ing. Acetylene gas has long been kaown 
te give « aplendid light, bat it costs tec 
much tomake. One day not long ago « 
man Was experimenting with powdered 
anthracite coal and lime, trying to make o 


crucible, It waea failure, and he threw | Fo 


the staff inte a bucket of water, It began 
to sizzle and bubble.and when « match was 
touched to it s gaa burned. The compound 
of coal and lime is calolam carbide. Com. 
bined with water it makes acetylene gas. 


Professor T. O'Conor Sloane, in the 
Scientific American, telle how to make « 
little gee factery at home with a lam 
chimney set in a wide-mouthed jar half f 
of water fora gasometer. You will have 
to make the calcium carbide yourself. To 
the top of the lamp chimney, which should 
be of site, a cork should be tightly 
fitted. Unless the cork is better than the 
majority, it should be waxed or paraffined, 
which is very easily done by placing yome 
fr ta of wax or paraffine on it and 
melting the material with « hot soldering 
iron or poker. Th ha central perfora- 
tions tube is inserted fitted with a gas 
burner of the smallest size made, the Bray 
fishta:! burner anewering about the best of 
any yet tried, Through a hole a little to 
one side a wire which moves up and 
down through the hole pretty stiffly, Ite 
lower end ia formed into a hook, to which 
ia suepended a little basket made by bend- 
ing up « little bit of coarse wire gauze. A 
piece with one-quarter inch meshes will be 
about right. The suspending wire is bent 
at the top to give it « better handle, 

To operate it the lamp chimney is placed 
in the jar, the water is poured in until 
within an inch of the top, and a piece of 
calcium carbide half the size of a walnut is 
placed in the basket, which ia drawn wu 
until pretty close to thecork, The cork is 
now put in the lamp chimney and pressed 
down so as to make it fit tightly, and the 
wire slowly worked down until the basket 
becomes ly immersed in the water. 
The level of the water ie at once lowered 
as the gasis made. As toon as the odor of 
the escaping gas is strong, it can be lighted 
and will burn(for five or ten minutes with 
great steadin If the pressure decreases 
and the water rises, it come: in contact 
with the calcium carbide, more gas is 
evolved, and it falls again. Two or three 
minutes are sufficient to get it in working 
order, It must also be remembered that 
it is essential to have a very small burner, 
as otherwise the gas will amoke, and the 
supply will be insufficient to obtain a eatia- 
factory fame. The suspending wire must 
fit tightly, as if it slips down the apparatus 
will blow out or overflow. A very slight

Tokio, Japan. 


According to the Tokio official sanitary 
report recently issued, its population last 
year waa over 1,858,000. In the last four 
years Tokio has gained over half a million 
in numbers, Tokio is now the fourth 
largest city in the world, larger than 
Vienna, if not than Berlin, larger than 
Canton, and su only by London, 
Paris, and New York.

I started up in 
my sleeps half-dozen times in the first 
night, uttering cries of terror, I was 
soothed by drugs and enabled on the third 
tavia. Even then the 
extent of the calamity was not known in 
Serang, At Batavia [ took the steamer for 
Singapore. 

On my return, some time afterward, to 
the scene of this frightful experience, I 
learned further particulars of the force 
of the explosion. On Merak Point where 
the government had been blasting rovk, 
were an engine and several boilers used 
for compressed air, All of these containing 
——s air, had been hurled against 
the walls the quarry, and abeciutely 
flattened out like sheets of paper.

The Matter of Cushions. 


Whoever heara of a house with too many | og 


cushions? The chaira need cushions, 

so do the hammock, the sofas, lounges, 
divans, while generous, sturdy cashions for 
he feet are among the luxuries of reat, 
Always cover cushions first with unbleach- 
e1 muslin or bedticking, and then put over 
it the outer covering. This will prevent 
the stuffing from working out, and the 
pretty cases from wearing out too quighly. 
Delicate, tinted coverings for cushions 
ought to be made of materiale that may be 
laundered, for nothing is more offensive 
than « soiled cushion. 

There is @ wide range of cloths to choose 
from, even under this condition, Ohina 
silks, pongees, plain and fancy lin- 
ens, dainty ginghams, chambrays, and 
lawns are some of the fabrica, Chintz, 
eretonne and velours make suitable 
coverings for those cushions that will see 
hard service, while grasacloth is —T 
adapted to cover veranda or hamm 
pillows, as it is not injured by rain. There 
are also several materials for filling the 
@ushions, Excelsior or hay will answer to 
put in cushions for the floor or doorstep, 
when curled hair cannot be had. Hair 
cushions ought to be tufted, and, when so 
made are the beat for chair seats. But 
hair, ae well aa wool, which is an excellent 
stuffing, mat and pack down, and cushiona 
filled with either of these substances will 
need to be made over occasionally, 
hair or wool picked apart,

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The Craze for Gold. 
SPECULATORS BUYING LAND IN THE 
NEW ELDORADO AT RAINY LAKE. 

Rat Portage, May 10.——-The 
“gold fever” in the Rainy Lake 
district of Candda is assuming 
enormous proportions. Eight small 
sections of land in that country were 
sold two days ago for something 
over $250,000, with no mines opened 
on any of them. 

The purchasers were Americans, 
who are making arrangements for 
the immediate development of their 
property. It lies along the Seine 
River, a stream which has sprung 
into sudden fame from the wealth 
already unearthed in thé valley 
through which it flows. 

The great stir caused by the dis- 
covery of gold in the Rainy Lake 
country last year first brought the 
district into prominence. Since 
then better locations have been 
found up the Seine.

A communication from Aveyron, France, 
says" The village of Craneso is sur- 
tounded by burning mountains, The 
Montet, which, according to local chroni- 
clers, has been on fire more than a century 
has now the aspect of a veritable volcanc. 
From ite crater-like summit an intense 
volume of smoke rises during the day, 
while at night a multitade of vari-colored 
flames furnieh the glorious spectacle of 
mountain on fire. Actusted doubtless by 
the strong winds of the last few weeks the 


fiery element, which has been consuming 
the entire Montet Mountain proper, bas 
epread to the range, and has assumed 
proportions which are very grave. During 
very dark nights the blaze Uluminates th 
horizon as that of « great conflagration.

A curious fact 
sbont the burning Montet is that whenever 
a of very cold temperature ensues 
the mountain fire seema to grow in invenai- 
ty.

A despateh from Constantinople says :—~ 
The commission which has been sitting at 
Mooah, Armenia, investigating the reports 
of Turkish atrocities haa heard » number 
of witnesses respecting the so-called pit 
massacre, According to the stories told by 
oortain Armenian refugees early in theyear 
the village of Djsllegoozan was the scene 
of a devilieh outbreak of ferocity upon the 
partot Turke and Kords. It was stated 
that from 100 to 300 men, women and 
ohildren were bayonetted by the Turkish 
soldiers, and’ their bodies thrown into 
pit at Djellegoozan while many of the 
victima were still alive, In order to de- 
atroy the evidence of thia massacre, it was 
aided, the soldiers poured petroleum on 
the bodies and set fire to it, and when this 
tailed to destroy all trace of the crime it 
was also ata the soldiers diverted a 
mountain stream from ite course to the 
pit in order to wash away the purtifying 
masa of half burned bodies, 

The evidence received by the commission 
on thie subject is #0 conflicting chat the 
Commissioners have decided to reserve 
expressing their opinion on the subject 
until they have the opportunity of 
paying a personal visit to Djellegoozan, 
when attémpta will be made to locate the 
pit. 

Apart from thie matter the representa- 
tives of the powers are convinced of the 
necessity of drastic reforma, and base their 
action in demanding that the Turkish 
Government inaugurate reform measures, 
more on the satisfactory condition and bad 
aiminetration of Asia Minor than on the

Choice Farm Butter. 

Good batter must not only look well and 
be firm, butit must taste well, To secure 
this good taste is one of the most difficult 
taske of butter-making. Milk in all ite 
forms is one of the moat susceptible sub- 
stances to tinteand odors, Itia aweet 


and wholesome asit comes from the healthy 
oow, and tomake good butter it must be 
kept so, The cow stable should be clean 
and well aired, so as to be free from odore 
of mold and decaying manure. The cow's 20at 
and udder should be cleaned before milking, 
and the milker's hands and clothingshould be 
‘im a civilized condition. The tin milk bucket 
should have been scoured, acalded, and if 
possible aunned, before its daily use, The 
teate should be milked with dry hands,and 
all possible dust should be kept out of milk. 
Some dairymen cover the pail with a tin- 
banded wire gauze sieve, which catches 
the foam and dust particles as the milk 
stream is conducted through it, Hurry 
the milk from the atable to the house or 
cellar, and immediately set it for creaming 
in the cleanest of cans or pans which 
should be tréated aa carefully as the 
milk buckets, Cool the milk as-soon as 
possible by aerating, setting in a stream of 
cold water, or even by cool air in a well 
ventilated place. As soon ss the animal 
heat is removed, the vessels may be covered 
with clean tin covers; wood absorbs taints 
to readily that it should be used as little 
as possible in butter-making. The wooden 
churns, bowls and ladles which must be 
used should be most thoroughly soaked 
with boiling water, and then disinfected 
with plenty of sunshine and pure air, A 
little washing or baking soda in the boiling 
water will heip to keep things sweet in 
cloudy weather. The can that ia to hold 
the cream will need the most attention, as 
it is desirable to keep the batch sweet as 
long as possible in order to have large uni- 
form churaings. If the butter cannot be 
used or sold within two weeks after it is 
made, it should be weil packed, keepin 
the color im each tub as uniform as possible,

With the advent of 1895 the newspaper

fieldsaye. There were still survivors of the 
battle of Trafalgar in Greenwich Hospital; 
and the Queen paid an unexpected visit to

anniversary of the battle, ue Gladatone, 
whom her Majesty has seen gradually rise 
to the foremost position as a statesman, and 
finally retire from the political arena in his

“No doubt whatever remains at the pre- 
sent moment that the wretched men, George 
and David Maclane, became, by the inter- 
vention of an avenging Providence, the 
victims of their own fiendish scheme to 
assassinate Lord Cleve. The earl has 
informed the authorities that David and 
George Maclane were the men who had 
attempted tc murder bim in the Rocky 
Mountains, and that it was David Maclane 
who had inflicted upon him the terrible 
wounds which had brought about his total 
loss of memory. The. motive for this 
second attempt on Lord Cleve's life was the 
fear of discovery and conviction, resulting 
from the earl’s newly-regained faculty of 
memory.”

Hints To Beginners-In Dairying. 

The man who is beginning in dairying a, 
the present time has something to contend 
with, says acorreapondent. It will not all 
be clear sailing or clear profit, Old estab. 
lished dairies, whose product# are well 
known and trade assured, are some of them 
having « rather up bill job at getting good 
prices; therefore, the beginner must not 
get disdouraged ifat first he meeta with | 
amall success, 

The only way to succeed is to place only 
the very best grade of butter upon the 
market, By so doing gradually a satis- 
factory trade may be worked up, which 
when once seoured, will be easily held as 
long as the butter is all right. 

I firmly believe that a single shipment 
of poor butter will do more to hurt the 
reputation of an individual’s output and 
really do bim more harm than all the 
oleomargarine that ie manufactured. 

- With every precaution it sometimes 
happens that a shipment of butter, which 
haa every appetrance of being all right 
when first made, will not keep in thatcon- 


dition for any length of time, Although it 
may leave the maker's hands in good | 
condition, before it is consumed, if that ie 
delayed a few weeks, it is decidedly off | 
flavor. Let ne look at thie fact and: see, 
wherem the trouble lies, Nine times out, 
of ten the fault isin the ripening of the 
cream. More butter is injuredat that 
pointthan any other, Itis so aptto be 
deceiving, if, when churning the proper 
temperature is observed and all surround~ 
ings favorable, an apparently good quality | 
of batter will resalt, It will be granular, 
hard and nice, and if properly colored will 
be the right shade of yellow to please the | 
eye. Salted and worked as usual it may | 
be shipped with the tullexpectation of 
being perfectly satisfactory to the buyer, 
yet it may prove just the reverse, 

Let us notice some of the faults in ripen- 
ing cream. We willsuppose the cream to 
have been drawn from the creamery cand 
ice cold — the time, winter, We _ 
au that no patent ripening can is vse 
ond tha’ it is ta be risened in the kitchen, 
This ina poor place to ripen cream under 
ordinary circumatances and in # pail, can, 
or crock, such as the average farmer's wife 
wees to keep cream in, The beat thing after 
the air-tight ripening vats, which, by the 
way, every dairy should have—is a bright 
tin can with close fitting cover, 


The cream muat be warmed in order to 
bring it to a temperature where it will sour. 
The faulty way of doing this and one which 
is liable to produce resulta above noted, is 
to set the can or pan containing it upon 
the hot water tank or back t of the 
stove aad leave it until it has me too 
sour, I have seen it thus warmed antil the 
bottom was only whey, the upper part be- 
ing #o thick that it was really almost cheese 
_ full of curd specks. 

The buttermaker anxious to make every 
bit of cream count may be tetypted to 
churn this cream, It may be cooled to 58 
or 60 degrees, strained to remove curd, 
gathered im granules and treated ever #o 
nicely, but it never will make firat-~class 
butter, That roe of the work is best per- 
formed, if mothing better is at hand, by 
warming up slowly, and carefully stirring 
constantly until 62 or 64 degrees in reached, 
then closely cover it to exclade all odors 
and keep the temperature as near aq possi- 
ble at that point antil slightly soured, 
stirring frequently to ensure evenness of 
ripening. Warming cream ap to 70 degrees 
I believe to be deleterious to the quality of 
the butter, particularily as wo its keeping 
ualities, 

Another mistake which is frequently 
made, when it is intended to keep butter 
for any length of time, is in salting it too 
lightly. Of course the customer's taste 
muat be consulted aa to this, but unless 
butter is partially worked to exclude the 
water leftafter washing, an ounce and o 
half of ealt to the pound is none too much 
to ase, Much of it works oat and only 
sufficient will be left to give it @ pleasant 
taate and help to keep it in good condition. 
Carefully ripened to be juat the right. degree 
of sournest—and this is a hard matter to 
devide—churned at 60 degrees, washed 
with water 45 or 50 ey srg drained and 
salted an ounce ands to the pound, 
then taken out and worked until the salt 
in evenly distributed and the brine pretty 
well excluded, packed tughtly in a new 
sotne crock or other suitable package, 
covered with parchment paper well pressed 
down, and covered an inch with clean salt, 
butter onght to keep in an ord e20] 
cellar for two months in perfect tion, 
and even longer.

Butter is never better than when 
first made, 


How to Feed the Chicks. 
To(push young chicks slong and keep 
them in health, there is nothing better 
than boiled egge mashed up, shells aid al) 
with two or three tines their bulk of stale 
bread crambe, or cracker crumba thorough- 
ly mixed, Mix not more than enough for 
one feed of this at atime and give them 
only what they will eat readily and quick. 
ly. Feed atale bread soaked in milk, 
either whole, skimmed, or batter-milk after 
the milk bas been aqueered out by band, 
Only one feed of this should be prepared at 
# time, as it will sour if left to stand any 
length of time. Millet seed scattered in 
the litter about the brood house or the 
short grass; plamp wheat screenings ; oate 
and corn ground together, with an equal 
quantity of bran, and made into johnny 
cakes are good tor the youngsters. After 
they get to be three weeks old oracked oorn 
and whole wheat may form a larger part of 
their diet, increasing it aa they grow older, 
Better results are attained by a judicious 
alteration of all, day by day, or feed by 
feed ; it keeps the appetite sharp, and they 
are always on the lookotit for the new 
surprise at meal time, Don't forget the 
pure clean water, they need that whatever 
the feed. If the soil does not supply grit 
in proper shape and size it should be cars 
inshed them; a dish of charcoal where 
they can help themselves, or a handful in 
the soft feed fcur or five times a week, will 
revent moat of the ordinary bowel troubles. 
Yo tonic or stimulant should be needed at 
this age, but if a brood gets suddenly 
chilled, a dose of some geod condition 
powder will help to put them on their feet 
again, 


To Heal Galls in Horses.

BOOKS MAY CARRY MICROBES. 


Precautions Taken te Prevent the Spread 
ef Disease Through Eurepean Libra- 
ries. 

It isa fact that has been well demon- 
tra ted that contagious diseases may be 
apread by means of books which have been 
in the hands of the sick or convalescing. 
All the eruptive maladies, scarlatina and 
varioloid among othera,as well aa diphtheria, 
may be transmitted in this manner. 

Throughout Europe, and especially in 
England, strenuous efforta are being made 

o atop this source of contagion. At Edin- 
borough already a regular service has been 
organized by which the directors of libra- 
ries are notified each day of the names and 
addresses of all those in the city who are 
ill of contagious diseases. The librarians 
thereupon make careful search to find if 
any of their books have been lent in any of 
the houses specified, When such is found to 
be the case, the Health Department seizes 
the books, which are then either disinfected, 
or destroyed,according to the nature of the 
iliness, Whena book, for example, has 
been in the hands of one ill of variolold,it is 
immediately destroyed. 

At Bradford, England, similar measures 
are also in vogue,and an effort is now being 
made to put them into effect at London. 
This,however, owing to the vast and dense 


| population of the city, will be difficult of 


accomplishment, 

In Paris this plan will also be followed 
in the near future, At present the auth- 
orities of that city are endeavoring to finds 
satisfactory disinfectant. Experiments are 
being made with the vapor of formic alde- 
hyde which is produced by the incom. 
plete combustion of methylic sloobol in 
contact with the air and incandescent 


; platinum. This vapor, in addition to its 


antiseptic properties, is easily employed, 
and is absolutely harmless to cloth and 
paper, and ite discovery will doubtless has- 
ten the adoption of similar hygienic meas- 
ures in the public libraries of this country. 


Cyclers Must Pay Toll.

How to Care for Lambs. 

In our inet we told when was the best 
time of year to have lambs come, and now 
we propose to oatline a plan of caring for 
them to make most gain for food consamed 
and to put the lambs in finest order in 
soonest time, and, of course, have it bring 
most money. 


In the first place, it must be remembered 
bat alarge partof the lamb's food goes 
imply to support the animal, and that this 
® first taken from the food eaten, and is 
approximately in proportion to the weight 
and has no reference to any gain. So, when 
the lamb is allowed to stop growing, « loss 
is made, That when kept for « single 
week without gain not only ia the food 
eaten Tost, but the lamb can never there- 
alter make as good gain, and can, under ne 
conditions, ever make up the loss of that 
period. Not only this, but when the car- 
oaas ceases to grow, an uneven spot is made 
in the wool, thus injuring the Aber and 
lowering the value of fleece, 


It ia plain then, that the lamb should be 
so fed and cared for as to make a steady 
and constant gain from the day of ite birth 


till ready for the block. And it follows 
that the more rapid this gain consistent 
with the food eaten, the sooner will it be 
ready for the market, and the better the 
mutton the more money will it bring. 
When the lambs are from\ three to four 
montha old,they may be w . Todo this 
put them into the beet and freshest pasture 
on the farm ; put with them two or three, 
or more old ewes, the tamest in the flook— 
of course, those not mothers ¢f any of the 
lambs—and remove the mothers away be- 
ond hearing of the lamba, / If they have 
n accustomed to the daily food the 
should be increased, and the lamba will 
hardly miss their mothers at all.

‘crucifixion, etc. It is owned by Greeks, 
Latins and Armenians. Such a lot of 
tawdry finery-~lamps, candles. pictures. 
‘The whole thing was very revolting. 
The different sects fight so that Moslem 
soldiers are stationed about to preserve 
order. It used to said “See how 
those christians love each other,” but 
now it’s a case of rivalry and hatred. 
I wasn't in the least impressed except 
with pity for the dozens of ignorant 
Russian pilgrims, poor superstitious 
creatures of the Greek church. were 
yeooention themselves here and there. 

ow, asin the days of Christ, there is 
cause ‘0 weep over Jerusalem and to 
ean that the true light may arise. I 

on't see how there can be the least hope 
of impressing either Jews or Mahém- 
medans with the memes of the re- 
ligion of the Nazarene, ong as they 
ve such a sample Christianity 
before them. In the Sepulchre we saw 
the tomb, the place where Mary spoke 
to the , the hole where the cross 
was planted, the rent in the rock and a 
t deal more, I don't in the least 
jeve it’s the true site of Calvary. 
Many think that a hill just outside the 
city, which is certainly skull. shaped 


and has a peculiar ap ce because 
of the grotto of Teccariah to the face of 
it, ie the real Calvary. I'm not com- 
tto judge bat certainly one would 
ike to think that it was a very different 
spot from that now in possession of 
those dark forms of christianity. In 
the afternoon we went to Bethany and 
saw the house of Mary and Martha and 
the tomb of Lazarus, deep down, hewn 
out of the rock. Bethany consisted of 
afew tumble down stone huts on the 
hillside. From here we walked across 
to the Mount of Olives and though very 
tired, this walk will ever remain the 
sweetest memory of my Palestine trip. 
Christ must often have walked these 
paths and as we draw near to Olives, 
sych a sight of the Holy City would 
burst upon Him. It was from here 
that he wept over the city, ** Oh. Jerusa- 
lem, Jerusalem. etc.” e sight must 
ave been glorious in His days. When 
rod’s magnificent temple stood out 
prominently on Mount Moriah. And 
one can imagine how indignant the 
Jews must have been when this humble 
man predicted that * not one stone shal! 
be left upon another that shall not be 
thrown down.” Next we went to a 
Carmelite chapel marking the spot 
where Christ taught his disciples how 
to pray The rd’s prayer is on 
marble tablets on the walls in thirty- 
two different languages. Came down 
the hill to Gethsemane. It was very 
disappointing ; «small garden with a 
high stone wall around it.

, Care of Sows and Pigs. 

Prices for hogs have advanced somewhat 
recently, and, although not high, they now 
give a margin of profitto feeders in many 
sections, By far the largest numbers of 
litters of pigs are farrowed during about 
two months, from the latter part of March 
until the latter part of May. Where there 
are good facilties for caring for them, early 
dropped listers have marked advantages, 
but for many farmere there is greater pro- 
fit, one year with another, from the 
practice of not having the sows drop their 
littere until the weather has become 
reasonably warm and well settled. Young 

ige are very susceptible to cold, especially 
ie we wine te combined, An "(ntelligent 
farmer in central Illinois has said he has 
found he had more “pounds of pig” in the 
fall, if they had dropped about the first of 
May, than if they came a month earlier. 
A large number of the earlier litters died 
or became “‘etunted,” Those which did 
well, of course, made « greater growth and 

ere ready for market earlier ln the fall or 
winter. dden change in the weatlier is 
hard on young pigs, unleas they are well 
housed. Many successful hog raisers prefer 
to have the pigs dropped in the open field 
or large lota, if they come when the weather 
ie warm, 

The opinion seems to be growirg that 
large and costly bog houses are oeither 

ecemsary nor generally profitable, that ia, 
tor farmers who raise Ss pork-making, 
and not for sale for ing purposes. 
Some ge auccessful men use single 
“houses” for each sow and litter, making 
them in an A shape, often without floor- 


in , 

The practice of allowing the sows to 
become quite poor ‘while suckling is still 
common. This is ofdoubtfal economy, It 
ia a rule with very few exceptions of recent 
years that prices for hogs are higher from 
about the middle of September up to some 
time in the early partot October than at 
any later season for some months. It is 
iny ble to have theapring pigs ready 
for thia market, but the «ows can be, if 
they are well fed while suckling, the pigs 
weaned when not over eight weeks old, and 
the sows then fattened a rapidly as pos- 
sible, It not infrequently ca that 
& now would sell for more money in Septem- 
ber than she is afterwards sold 
November, 

While it ia very desirable that both sows 
and pigs should bave grasa,or better,clover, 
it is a mistake to require them to make 
this their chief food. Especially if they 
have « clover pasture, corn may be 
fed freely. Middlings made into slop iss 
capital food, Oats haa ite advan but 
it is not usuallya cheap food for hogs at 
any age. Where there is plenty of skim- 
med milk, corn answers admirably. The 
value of skimmed milk for pigsia often 
toderestimated, bat it ila not economical to 
make this the chief food,

and young pteers up to the full limit, bat 
there is much evidence in favor of this 
being economical in pig raising. While 
there are exceptional cases, it ia clearly 
the rule that most profit comes from the 
sale of pigs or hogs when well under a year 
old. Growth can be secured more cheaply 
in summer and fall than in winter. Some- 
times the price of pork advances enough 
ineacly winter to equal the increased 
eoat, but this can not be relied on. 


Ralsing Turkeys. 


To those who have a large range for their 
fowls the raising of turkeys will add con- 
siderable to the income from the poultry 
yard, with an expense scarcely in propor- 
tion, for turkeys are comparatively light 
eaters besides being good foragers and 
capable of scouring « large amount of food 
for themselves, after they are seven or 
eight days old,if they have the opportunity. 
One great objoction with many is that they 
do not bear close confinement well, and do 
beat on « large range. 

Turkey egge may be auccessfully hatched,

Overstocking. 


It ie » dieadvantage at any time to have 
too much stock om the farm, and expecially 
so during the summer when pasturage ie 
largely depended upon for feeding, When- 
éver eo much stock is kept that the pastares 
are eaten down to-any extent « fair growth 
cannot be secured, not only will the stock 
fail to grow as they should because of 
insufficient feed, but the pastures will not 
be able to supply anything like the full 
amount of feed that they otherwise would 
#0 that a double loss is sustained, Tf what 
stock is kept, that the pastures will feed to 
a good advantage during the best part of 
the growing season, either one of two plans 
should be followed; the pastures should be 
divided so that while one is being pastured 
down another can be growing, or sow or 
plant — of gtr tg two 
oreps #0 that in case they are needed t! 
ean be cnt off and fed. . ei 

With all stock it is quite an item to feed 
and care for sons to keep in « good, thrifty 
condition,” During what may be termed 
the growing season good pasturage is not 
only the best but the cheapest feed that 
oan be supplied, but there should be « 
sufficient quantity so that the stock can 
watisfy their appetite without too much 
tramping.

What Some European Powers Have Paid 
for het Speedy Crate, 

A blué book just issued gives incident- 
ally, hidden almost by s mass of other 
information, the contract price of a large 
number of the torpedo boat destroyers now 
being constructed by private firme for the 
navy, says a writer in Engineering. These 
veasela are about 200 feet long, of about 240 
or 240 tons displacement, and, with engines 
of 4000 to 4,500 indicated horse power, 
attained a speed of twenty-seven knots. 
Messrs. Yarrow, London, nave built three 
of this larger type, the price for each being 
£37,400. Messre, Thornyoroft, London, 
have also built three at £36,430 each; 
Palmer's Shipbaildin et Jarrow, 
get £37,107, Messra. Thomson, iydebank, 
who have some experience of high-speed 
vessels, have done their work most #atia- 
factory for £34, 792 ; the Naval Constuction 
Company, at Barrow, are to get £33,977, 
and, although their veasela have not yet 
been tried, there ia every prospect of auc- 
cessful isaue, By way of compar it may 
be interesting to state that the Freach paid 
£20,528 for « 27-knot torpedo boat only ‘i44 
feet long, of 123 tons displa + and 
2,700 indicated horse power. The coate are 
not available for any larger torpedo boats 
of the French, but it ie pretty evident thas 
our craft are built at « very miuch less rate, 
The torpedo boat Aventurier, 151 feet long, 
of 148 tons displacement and 1,500 indicated 
horse power, and 234 knots speed, cost the 
French £18,354. ur total floet of ten

The London Field tells how fish fight 
in Siam: The two fish are placed in a bot- 
tle. They proceed to take each other's 
measure, shoulder up to each other in 
schoolboy fashion, and back and push 
round the “ring,” the small fins vibrating 
rapidly all the time, and each little being 
quivering with excitement and wrath. 
This goes on for some minutes, until, as the 
spectators are growing impatient, one fish 
suddenly flips hie head round, makes « 
dart, and « considerable dent ia hie adver- 
eary’s tail shows at once that he has got 
home. Henceforth there is no hesitation 
until one or the other cries peceavi. Io 
regular fish fighte the battle is contiqued 
until one fish turns tail and is chased 

But this 
is usually an affair of an hour, and fre- 
quently of three or four, The pluck and. 
determination of the fighters are wonder- 
ful. The ordinary stream fieh do not evince 
nearly (so much as those that have been 
bred and reared tor the purpose. The tail 
is the part which shows most damage, for 
it is very easily torn, but a grip on 
a side tin is more effective, When one pins 
the other by the nose « very exciting strug. 
gle takes place, the two lying fastened 
together like professional wrestlers, and 
then shaking each other backward and 
forward with might and main.

farm or purchasing cows. 

In comparatively few instances perhaps 
the latter method might be preferable, pro- 


vided the right kind of cows could be 
obtained at reasonable prices, but the ma- 
jority of farmere must or should dopant 
on raising their own dairy stock, This 
should be done more cheaply than the cows 
can be purchased, ¢ ly at the present 
time, and there are other advantages that 
should be taken inte consideration. These 
are the raising of heifers ins proper manner 
and their adaptation to the farm, which 
could not come from frequent changes of 
ownership. 

The first step in this business ia to get 
the right kind of heifer calves needed for 
the dairy. They should be selected as far 
as possible with partiouler reference to the 
kind of work that is to be required of them, 
either as milk producers or butter makers. 
If they cannot be obtained from the herd 


then it will pay to look around among | ¢ 


thoae having good dairies for such aa are 

wanted. Next, provide comfortable quarters 

for these litule animale, where they can be 

kept warmand dry. Particularly ts this 

necessary in winter and spring, when the 

weather is shifting and unfavorable, and 6 
large portion of the calves raised are start- 
ed at this time of the year. 

It is desirable to have heifers commence 
giving milk ab two —_ of age. To do 
this they muat be well cared for from the 
first. They must be kept in vigorous health 
and ateadily wing. Their feod should 
be such ae will foster the growth of muscle 
and bone, rather than of fat. Within the 
past quarter of a century by # proper meth- 
od of treatment, heifers are as good at two 
years old as they used to be at three. Milk 
is the aatural food for the the young calf

In this way the milk hae to be 
taken mach more slowly than when drank, 
and he attributes some of his success to 
this method of feeding, aa he has never had 
a case of scours. He feeds them four to 
five weeks old and then sells for four to five 
dollare a head, having s good market. 

If the farmer hae milk it is well to feed 
until the calves are several montha old. 
Some do this, keeping them in in the barn 
during this time, considering it better than 
— to They will soon learn 
toeat hay and then should be supplied with 
that which is early outand of beet quality. 
After getting to be few months old they 
will eat grain of some kinds dry, ae mid- 
dlings, bran, ground oata, etc. 

Thus having the farmer's direct attention 
these young animals should be keps con- 
atantly growing and thrifty and vigorous 
in health and this should be kept up right 
slong suromer and winter, with the object 
always in view of making « first-class cow 
trom the heifer, a work of which the owner 
may well be proud.

According to « correspondent natives o 
New Zealand have practically discarded 
the old-fashioned harpoon, lance and bomb, 
and are using nets to captare the leviathans, 
The nets are made of two-inch Manila rope, 
and are so constructed that galvanized iron 
rings take the place of the knots in the or- 
dinary net, The mesh ie a six-foot one, 
and the ropes forming it are spliced into 
the rings. The nets are made of six seo- 
tions, each 10 fathoma square with two ten- 
gelion barrels as floate to each section, 
When setting the net the sections are 
seized to gether with line just strong enough 
to bear the ordinary strain to which they 
are liable to be subjected, so that when a 
whale gets meshed he tears away the eeo- 
tion in which he is fast, It is while he is 
trying to get rid of the net that the whale. 
boats, which are always waiting,dart along: 
side and harpoon him. After the harpoon 
has been fixed thrust or two is given with 
the deadly lance, Generally one thrust 
from an experienced hand is enough. The 
big fellow spouts blood, lashes the sea into 
foam, and in about two minutes rolls over 
and dies. If there are more whales about, 
he is extricated from the net and towed out 
of the way, and the net is reset, The neta 
are always put down at daylight and taken 
up at night, 

The idea of catching whalea in nets oo- 
curred to some New Zealanders named 
Cook about two years ago, They had « 
station at W — and used to 
chase the whales that passed up the coast 
in the ordinary manner. They were rarely 
successful, as the whales were generally 
going at the rate of five knots, traveling 

rom the seas — of New Zealand to the 
warm waters of the tropics for the purpose 
They noticed that Le of 
the whales passed between the mainland 
and a small rock about 100 yards from 
shore, and the idea of placing a net acrows 
that passage occurred to them, A net waa 
according made in one length, and was sus- 
pended from a wire cable stretched from 
rock to shore, The very first whale to 
come along simply made rope yarns of that 
net. In fact, the net seemed to inconven- 
ieuoe the whele so slightly that most 
men would have given up the i ae an 
But the Cooks were not 
easily discouraged. They though the 
matter over, and the result was the con- 
struction of « net in sections and the 
successful capture of the whales, Last 
season, although the rough weather inter- 
fered with the nets, 1! whales of the 
humpback species were caught. They 
ranged from 40 to 60 feet in length.

A web 
sometimes contains several hundred 
caterpillars, which become strong after 
a few days of warm weather, and 
breaking their way through their 
silken enclosure, start out to feed, and 
every leaf that is in the line of their 
march is soon destroyed. Currant 
bushes are sometimes stripped of every 
vestige of leaf by these little devourers, 
and small trees in the fields suffer in 
the same way. Now while they remain 
in the web is the time to destroy them, 
and it will require but a few hours to 
remove every web that may be found 
upon the farm.

— attention to such stock next week, 

ginning Monday, it is possible to give a 
warming-up tone to the digestion of half- 
starved animale which will fit them for 
the grazing season. 

A variety of corn, oats, (rye and wheat 
in small proportion) and added to the 
mixture of linseed meal-—at firet about 10 
per cent, of the mixture, to be gradually 
increased to 15 per cent.—will ve an 
excellent ration for any and all kinda of 
farm atock, But it must be judiciously 
administered, and the quantities of oate or 
linseed meal adjusted to the requirments 
of the animals, Attention to numerous 
individual cases, too, will be in order. 

The quality of the linseed meal is to be 
noted, If quite dry of the natural 
oil a greater proportion of it may be 
used, If the use of the meal seems 
to provoke scouring” the quantity should 
be reduced one-half, and only very grada- 
ally increased again, 

me such astringent food as oata or 
wheat atraw should be brought in to aid in 
correcting irregularities in this form, If 
constipation ia the difficulty, wheat bran, 
as well as linseed meal, may be included. 
Plenty of salt to induce drinking of water 
freely will aid in this line. Violent or 
sudden changes are to be avoided, and a 
feeder does better to take three days for a 
correction than one day. 

Don't neglect to get in the line of im- 
provement by running pure-bred sexes in 
all departments of live atock, It is econ- 
omy in feeding to do so, as greater gains 
follow. 


The Purenase of Farm Machinery. 
One may easily go to either extreme on 


almostany question. This is certainly true 
n the matter of buying farm implementa 


and machinery. A prominent place in the 
causes of failure of not a few farmers should 
be givento their habit of recklessly baying 
farm machinery when not needed, and of 
neglecting to care for itafter it ia bought, 


When ono hasa good implement or machin 
tisfolly to throw it aside and purchas 
another because of some trifling claimed 
improvement. Un the other hand, it is at 
least equal folly to continue to use nearly 
worn-ontor inferior tools, neglecting to 
avail oneself of important improvements 
A noticeable tendency of agriculture in the 
prairie regions, which are #0 admirably 
fitted for the use of farm machinery, is to 
reduce hand laborto a minifnum. It iv not 
only attempted to do almost all parte of 
field cultare work by the aid of horse-drawn 
machinery, but to do itwith the snadest 
| possible number of men, Wide cutting or 
gang plows, harrows or cultivatora, or 
seeders, and eo of mowers and reapers, are 
becoming more common. Many of the new 
machines are decidedly better than the 
older ones of the same class; some are not. 
in many cases it willbe clear gain to bay 
new machinery; just asin others it would 
be a needless waste of money, 

If the new plow will cat an inch or two 
wider than the old one with no increase in 
draft, it would roon pay for itself, If 
equally good work can be done with 4 
harrow which cuta fifteen feet inatead of 
ten, the saving in coat of labour will seon
